INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 


DEFINED BY LICKING COUNTY'S 


DEIEGATEJION. HENRY C. KELLER 


Numerous requests are made to the Advocate for 


the publication of a suceint definition of the terms Ini- 
tiative and Referendum. The Advocate knows no bet- 
ter authority on the subject than Licking Comity's del- 
egate to the Constitutional Convention, Henry C. Kel- 
ler. In an interview with him he gave the Advocate the 
following- brieflv expressed .definition. 


What the Initiative means is that in all cases 


where the General Assembly has failed or refused 
to act the people shall have the right to initiate laws 
by petition and have them placed upon the ballot to 
be voted on by the people t o determine whether 
they want such laws as petitioned for or not. 


The Referendum means that when a petition is 


filed against any law enacted by the General Assem- 
bly said law shall be placed on the ballot and voted 
upon by the people for ratification or annulment. 
In other words the Eeferendum places -the veto 
power with the people.

George Washington was born one 


hundred and eighty'years ago in West 
Moreland county, Virginia. 
Since his 


life is best known of all Americans I 
will not refer except to some of the 
things less generally known. 
He was 


a soldier, statesman and Mason; to the 
latter I refer briefly. George Washing- 
ton was made a Master 
Mason one 


hundred and sixty years ago at 
Cum- 


berland, Va., when he 
was 
twenty- 


years old. How it was possible

George to be "well recommended" be- 
fore he was of "lawful age" no om 
now knows. 
George appears to have 


been first in everything and certainlj 
was a most illustrious'craftsman. 


In 17SS a. charter was granted foi 


a Masonic Lodge at Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia with George Washington as its 
first Master. After his death the name 
of the lodge was changed to Alexan 
dria—Washington Lodge. It might t>€ 
interesting to know that the first 
Masonic lodge instituted on this con- 
tinent was in Virginia, so this old 
state is not only the mother of Presi 
dents but of the Masonic order as well 
For nearly one hundred years Febru- 
ary 22nd has been appropriately ob- 
served Dy this Lodge. I considered my- 
self fortunate to receive an invitation 
this year from Alexandria Lodge fo: 
this occasion and gladly accepted the 
same. 
Alexandria is only six miles 


down the Potomac and Mt. Vernon 
the estate where Washington lived anr 
died is four miles below Alexandria 
President Taft paid a visit that after 
noon to Mt. Vernon to deposit a wreatf 
of flowers upon the tomb of our first 
President. 
Upon his return Mr. Taf, 


visited the Alexandria Lodge and was 
seated in the chair which Washingtoi 
occupied while 
serving 
as 
Master 


George filled the chair well and Taf 
filled it, full. This is indeed a historic 
Lodge room and here may be seer 
many sacred relics.

majority of the Committee on the 
Liquor Tratfic is detunct. 
This Tvas known days ago, but the 


position taken by the majority of the 
convention absolutely establishes the 
truth of this statement. 
It is just 


as clear that the radical drys do not 
control the 
convention, and that 


there is no hope for the submission 
of a state wide prohibition alterna- 
tive when the license clause is finally 
agreed upon. 


The only question to be settled is 


the measure of restriction that will 
be placed in the clause when it is 
finished by the conferees. 
It can be stated 
with authority 
that the basis of the compromise will 
be the following draft of a clause 
"which is in the hands of the leaders 
of the middle-of-the road faction of 
the convention. 


"License to traffic in intoxicating 


liquors shall hereafter be igiranted in 
this state, and license laws operative 
throughout the state shall be passed 
with such restrictions and regula- 
tions as the general 
assembly may 


provide, and the general assembly may 
authorize municipal corporations and 
townships to provide for the limita- 
tion of the number of saloons and 
for the payment of the amount of 
license fees, in whole or in part, un- 
der general laws applicable thereto; 
provided 
that 
where 
the 
traffic 


is or may 
be prohibited 
under 


laws applying to counties, munici- 
palities, townships or residence dis- 
tricts, or other districts prescribed by 
law, 
the traffic shall not be licensed 


in any such local subdivision while 
any prohibitory 
law is operative 


therein, and nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to repeal, 
modify or suspenu any sucu prohib- 
itory laws now ,,01* hereafter enacted 
or -to prevent the future enactment, 
modification or repeal of any similar 
prohibitory or regulatory law.

Christian Association members have 
taken refuge in the American boaid 
compound, 
where a detachment of 


American marines reinforces the mis- 
sionary garrison. 
The Presbyterian 


mission lies to the northernmost cor- 
ner of the city, three miles from the 
legation quarters. 


A telephone message informed the 
legation that the mission occupants 
feared to traverse the 
streets be- 


cause they were surrounded by mu- 
tinous soldiers, who frequently shot 
through the iron bars of the 
com- 


pound's gates. Malor Russell offered 
to send a detachment to escort them 
to the legation, but considered it in- 
expedient to detach sufficient troops 
to remain there. Two or three Ame"- 
ican families have not been 
heard 


from, but it is presumed no harm 
has come to them, owing to the fart 
that foreigners have not been mo- 
lested.
